Furthermore, this new constitu- 


tion declares: 


"The law inny prescribe: 
"In order to guarantee pence, 


order and public safety, the cen- 
sorship of thc press, of the theater, 
of the cinema nnd radio brond- 
cnsling, the competent authority 
having the right to prohibit Die 
circulation, the broadcast, or the 
performance."

CAYCE. Ky.—The world's most fain- 


out railroad engineer is to have some- 
thing more permanent than a song 
a.s ,a monument to his courageous life. 


The banquet and celebration that 


this Kentucky crossroads town threw 
the other night started the ball rolling 
for a memorial to Casey Jonc.s, the 
brave man who died trying to get 
through on lime just 38 years ago come 
this-April 29. 


Cayce's citi/.cnlry plans to set up 


a monument on the highway near 
town to remind tourists Dial this was 
Hie place of Casey's birth. The mon- 
ument fund got a good start at the 
banquet, with more than 5100 being 
raised. 


Cayce is mighty proud of being the 


brave engineer's hometown and proud- 
er still that it gave Casey his nick- 
name. The real name was John Luth- 
er Jones—but his pals changed 
it 


when they found out he hailed from 
this hamlet. 


Present at the banquet the other 
nhl wa.s Casey Jones' widow. Also 


there was Sid Law, now engineer and 
safety director for the Illinois Central 
railroad, who was the fireman on 
Casey's regular run. On hand, too, 
was a slim old negro who walked wilh 
a limp. He is Sim Webb, who fired 
for Casey the night of the wreck and 
who heeded Casey's wise advice to 
jump. 


Recall Famous Wreck 


Many of the people at the banquet 


here remembered the famous wreck 
and Casey the man. They recalled that 
Ibis Casey was no ordinary engineer, 
lie was handsome. He was big—6 feet 
•I and hitting 200 pounds. And when 
lie got in that cab, a train would per- 
form some very extraordinary feats 
indeed.

WASHINGTON.- (ff> -The house, 


accepting one of President Roosevelt's 
recovery suggestions, decided tenta- 
tively Tuesday to more than double 
the 100-million-dollar highway appro- 
priation in the pending agriculture 
supply bill. 


A few minutes earlier the senate 


completed final congressional action 
on another phase of the president's 
pump-priming plan, approving a 50- 
milhon-dollar increase in the appro- 
priation for CCC camps for the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1. 


Opposition appeared, however, to an- 


other phase of his program, Senator 
Glass, Virginia Democrat, charging the 
administration's proposed revival of 
public works duplicates the program, 
which is possible under authority re- 
cently given the RFC. 


The road fund, trimmed to 100 mil- 


lion dollars as a budget-balancing aid 
suggested by hte president, was in- 
creased to $201,500,000. 


May Get Bridge Money 


LITTLE ROCK. - (/P) _ Governor 


Bailey said Tuesday that the district 
office of the United States Bureau of 
Roads at Fort Worth had recommend- 
ed to Washington the release of ap- 
proximately 5750,000 in return for free- 
ing the Clarendon bridge of tolls. 


The governor declined to predict 


when government money for highway 
building programs would start coming 
into the state.

Chinese guerilla attacks. 


Hanchwang, at the junction of the 


Tientsin-Pukow

Grand Canal 27 miles north of Suchow, 
has been the scene of bitter fighting 
since the Japanese occupied it a month 
ago. It is 32 miles northwest of Tai- 
crhchwang where the Japanese suf- 
fered an overwhelming defeat April 
6. 


Japanese Navy 


This development came as the Japa- 


nese navy was reported preparing to 
throw its support behind the new 
Shantung drive which is expected to 
determine the success or failure of the 
invasion. 


Foreign travelers arriving in Shang- 


hai said they had seen Japanese air- 
craft 
carriers stationed 
at 
various 


points along the Shantung coast. From 
these carriers, it was presumed, mass 
warplane attacks will be launched in- 
to the interior to cover the advance 
of the reinforced Japanese army, esti- 
mated at half a million men. 


Further evidence that the Japanese 


are concentrating all efforts to avenge 
their defeats was seen in the fact that 
they have withdrawn all troops from 
larfjo areas in Shansi and NorthHonan 
to be used in the new Shantung offen- 
sive. 


Extensive Battle 


While both sides awaited reinforce- 


ments for the big battle, fierce fight- 
ing continued over the GO-milc front 
in southern Shantung. 
At Lini, 80 


miles northeast of Suchow, the oppos- 
ing armies were locked in a crucial 
battle, precipitated when fresh 
Jap- 


anese troops attacked defense lines 
built by the thousands of Chinese who 
entered the Lini sctor the past few 
days. 


Foreign observers predicted this bat- 


also became effective to end five-week 
strikes in Harrison (N. J.) and Jersey 
City plants of the Crucible Steel Com- 
pany.

Many new forms as well as new 


,'olors and color combinations 
lave been developed by scientific 
slantsmen. 
Zinnias like warm 


weather and the seed must be 
sown in warm soil. If the soil is 
cold they may decay and never 
germinate. If you sow the seeds 
of zinnias in the open ground 
vhere the plants are to remain, 
•ou will have early flowers, and 
turdy plants. 
Sow the seeds about Vi inch 


deep. Plants should be evenly 
p?.ced a foot to 18 inches apart. 
>ut may be sown more thickly 
nd the extra plants moved to 
orne other location. Firm soil 
over the seeds and in dry weather 
keep the ground moist" until the 
plants emerge: this should be 
only a few days in warm weather. 
When the plants are growing 
vigorously they are 
likely to 


bloom best if not watered too 
frequently. 
As the florists' say 


'keep them on the dry side," but 
this does not mean they should 
not be watered thoroughly during 
drought periods. 


The dahlia-flowered types are 


perhaps most popular. The flow- 
ers of these are of enormous size, 
up to 6 inches in diameter. The 
petals are slightly cupped and 
the stems are long with attrac- 
tive foliage.

Some Its Prestige 


Defeat of President's Re- 


organization Bill Is 


the Reason 


By PRESTON GROVT.R 


WASHINGTON-Congrws has risen 


so fast recently in regaining prestige 
that it mny appear that it has already 
overrun the capital. But—look again. 
It is all a matter of relativity. 


In the defeat of the President's re- 


organisation bill Congress merely has 
recovered the prestige and position it 
had lost during the preceding 
five 


years. 


It is true that presidential prestige 


also was at stake. Mr. Roosevelt's 
leaders in the House, wisely or other- 
wise, made the reorganization bill an 
issue of loyalty or disloyalty to the 
President's program. They lost. 


Veto Still There 


But-:it is neither in the cards nor in 


the Constitution for Congress to seize 
the reins of government all by itself. 
It can deny to the President the legis- 
lation he wants. On the other hand, 
it is extremely unlikely he will often 
be compelled to accept legislation to 
which he seriously objects, for the 
President retains the executive pow- 
er of veto. All he needs to prevent 
Congress overriding it is a fat one- 
third of Congress to support him. He

Even the reorganization bill was de- 


feated by only eight votes. 


And while all that was going along, 


the President asked—and got—the big- 


< gest naval and 
army 
appropriation 


since the smoke of battle cleared away 
after the World war. 


The congressional slap at the Presi- 


dent on the reorganization bill is a case 
of the legislative branch assuming its 
usual attitude toward a second-term 
President.
